BISHOP  CUSHING 


Did  you  know  that  you  owe  reverence,  re- 
spect, and  obedience,  in  matters  spiritual,  to  a 
3.  C.  alumnus?  You  should  have  known,  of 
course;  for  all  the  papers  carried  the  news  that 
the  consultors  of  the  archdiocese  of  Boston, 
ifter  the  death  of  Cardinal  O'Connell,  had 
elected  Bishop  Richard  J.  Cushing  to  the  of- 
ice  of  administrator. 

Cardinal  O'Connell  belonged  to  the  class  of 
881.  For  forty  years  he  filled,  most  success- 
lully  and  impressively,  the  post  of  Archbishop 
!>f  Boston.  To  him  belongs  great  credit  for  the 
growing  recognition  of  Catholicism  in  the 
tronghold  of  the  bean  and  the  cod.  After  a 
Long  and  full  life,  he  was  called  to  his  reward; 
mnd  his  successor  is  an  alumnus  of  the  class  of 
( 91  7.  Boston  College  very  properly  claimed 
come  share  in  the  formation  of  the  character 
)i>f  Cardinal  O'Connell;  she  also  claims,  and 
proudly,  o  share  in  the  making  of  the  present 
Administrator. 

Bishop  Cushing  was  born  in  South  Boston,  on 

\\ug.  24,  1  895.      Like  most  of  the  students  of 

i  is  day,  he  followed  a  regular  preparatory  course 

m  parochial  and  public  schools,  and  came  to 

Boston  College,  as  a  freshman,  in  1913, — the 

(iiirst  freshman   class  to  enter  the   new  Tower 

uilding  on  the  Heights. 

Classmates  recall  him  as  a  tall  thin  lad,  with 

steady  and   piercing   eye;    clear-headed   and 

itelligent;   more  than  sufficiently  occupied  by 

le  —  at  that  time  usual  —  combination  of 

udies  and  work  on  the  side.      His  chief  power, 

is  noted  by  his  contemporaries,  was  oratorical; 

nd    already    having    more    than    his    share    of 

nature  viewpoint,    he   used    it   in   the   political 

ampaigns  of  the  day;  taking  a  full  part  in  the 

it-as-hit-can    and    rough-and-ready   give   and 

ibke  of  the  hustings,  in  the  days  before  radio 

rnd  big  advertising. 

All  this  was  left  behind  in  191  5.      He  applied 

St.  John's  Seminary  as  a  candidate  for  the 

iesthood,   and   after  six  years  of  study  was 

rrdained  on  May  26,  1921. 

Bishop  Cushing's  first  assignment  was  to  the 
:arish  of  St.  Patrick's  in  Roxbury;  his  second  to 
i  Benedict's  in  Somerville.  Father  Cushing  was 
|  immediate  success.  His  ringing  voice,  in 
jblic  utterances,  marked  him  as  on  orator  by 
irth.      His      quiet,      generous,      self-effacing 
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modesty  in  personal  contacts  made  him  easy  to 
approach,  while  his  zeal  and  intensity  made 
sure  that  the  carrying  out  of  any  plans  or 
projects  would  be  successful  and  thorough.  Then 
as  today,  he  was  generous  with  others,  but 
severe  and  strict  with  himself.  He  gave  his  all 
to  others,  and  neither  asked  nor  took  anything 
in  return. 

From  parochial  work,  Father  Cushing  was 
soon  called  to  a  specialized  field.  The  Boston 
office  of  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith,  under 
Monsignor  McGlinchey,  (B.  C.  '02)  was  world- 
famed.  Because  of  his  success  as  a  curate,  and 
because  also  of  his  intense  personal  interest  in 
the  missions,  Father  Cushing  was  called  to  act 
as  assistant  to  Monsignor  McGlinchey,  in  1922. 

The  years  that  followed,  until  1928,  are 
marked  in  no  public  records.  Father  Cushing 
was  ever  lowal,  trustworthy.  Never  did  he  seek 
to  rival  his  appointed  superior.  But  in  1928, 
when  Monsignor  McGlinchey  retired  from  his 
office  as  Director,  Father  Cushing  was  trained 
and  ready  to  take  his  place.  He  was  appointed 
as  Diocesan  Director  of  the  Propagation  of  the 
Faith  Society.  And  from  then  until  the  present, 
this  has  been!  his  life's  work.  Without  publicity 
or  formal  campaign,  without  any  personal 
advertisement  of  himself  he  made  known  to 
ever  larger  groups  the  needs  of  the  missionary 
church.  And  just  because  the  subject  was 
portrayed  so  honestly  and  sincerely,  Boston 
gave  ever  more  generous  support.  More  and 
more  was  subscribed.  More  and  more,  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith  in 
Boston  took  over  responsibility  for  the  support 
of  priests  and  sisters  in  Africa,  Asia,  the  Pacific 
islands,  among  the  Esquimaux,  and  wherever 
there  was  need.  No  wonder,  then,  that  when 
Cardinal  Pacelli,  Secretary  of  State  to  the  then 
Pope  Pius  XI,  came  to  Boston,  the  one  man 
that  he  wished  to  meet,  on  the  basis  of  his 
record  in  Rome,  was  Father  Cushing. 

The  rest  is  soon  told.  Monsignor  Cushing 
was  proclaimed  as  the  Pope's  selection  as 
Auxiliary  to  the  See  of  Boston  in  1939.  He 
was  consecrated  Bishop  in  the  Cathedral, 
Boston,  on  June  29th  of  that  year,  and  since 
that  time  served  faithfully  as  an  assistant  to 
the  aging  Cardinal  O'Connell,  at  the  same  time 
keeping  up,  with  undiminished  fervor,  his 
cherished  work  for  the  missions. 

And  now,  on  the  death  of  the  Cardinal,  he 
has  been  elected  to  be  the  temporary  Admin- 
istrator of  the  Archdiocese,  until  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  next  Archbishop. 

He  is  the  best  type  of  B.C.  alumnus,  a  credit 
to  his  college  training,  and  himself  eager  to 
help  others  to  the  same  training.  B.  C.  is 
honored  by  the  honors  that  have  been  paid  to 
him;  and  the  alumni  of  B.  C.  will  ever  be  proud 
to  number  him  among  those  who  have  done 
most  to  show  that  B.  C.  is  a  college  which 
prepares  real  men  for  the  real  world  of  real 
achievement. 


WAR  fLND 


In  February  the  President  of  the  College, 
Very  Rev.  William  J.  Murphy,  S.J.,  revealed  to 
the  Alumni  that  Boston  College's  very  existence 
was  threatened  by  the  loss  of  thousands  of 
students  who  had  entered  the  service,  and 
called  upon  the  Alumni  for  assistance. 

Jeremiah  W.  Mahoney,  '21,  was  appointed 
chairmart  of  the  present  War  Fund,  and  on  the 
next  page  will  be  found  his  financial  report  to 
May  26.  Father  Rector  and  Mr.  Mahoney  are 
deeply  grateful  to  the  1  590  Alumni  who  have 
responded  to  the  urgent  call  of  the  College. 
Frcm  all  over  the  world  they  have  sent  in  contri- 
butions expressing  dismay  and  concern  that 
Boston  College  might  have  to  close  until  the  war 
is  over.  Gratitude  is  also  expressed  to  the 
class  representatives  who  have  made  many 
personal  sacrifices  of  time  and  effort  to  insure 
the  success  of  the  drive. 

But,  thousands  of  Alumni  have  not  respond- 
ed. Thousands.  Perhaps  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation  is  not  fully  realized.  The  principal 
source  of  income  for  Boston  College  is  derived 
from  students'  tuitions.  In  a  normal  year 
about  1 700  attend  classes.  Today  there  are 
250.  In  March  the  last  of  the  soldiers  in  the 
A. ST. P.  left.  Hopes  that  the  seventeen  year 
old  Army  Group  will  replace  them  are  fast 
fading.      The  College  authorities  have  effected 


certain     economies     reflected     in     the     drastic  J 
reduction   in  faculty  members.      Several  of  the  ! 
Jesuit  Fathers  have  been  transferred,  while  only 
about  ten  lay  professors  remain. 

Boston  College  could  close.  It  would  be  the 
easiest  solution  to  the  problem.  But  Boston 
College  has  an  obligation  to  the  students  now - 
enrolled,  and  to  the  students  who  will  enroll. 
It  must  be  ready  when  the  war  is  over  to 
continue  educating  youth.  Any  hiatus  at  the 
present  time  would  delay  for  years  this  all.1 
important  work. 

The  goal  is  $250,000.  $1  14,000  have  been 
raised.  To  you  who  have  not  contributed, 
please  consider  the  problem  your  personal 
responsibility.  Anyone  entertaining  the  idea  i 
that  oil  responsibility  ended  upon  payment  of  j 
tuition  is  in  error,  for  that  person  forgets  that 
tuitions  at  Boston  College  were  and  are 
ridiculously  low  because  the  Jesuits  have 
labored  without  salary.  Can  anyone  deny  that 
Boston  College  has  not  given  him  a  fuller  life? 
Make  a  personal  sacrifice,  remembering  that 
the  history  of  Boston  College  has  been  one  of 
sacrifice  ever  since  its  inception.  How  much?  - 
That  is  up  to  yourself.  You  know  best.  But 
give,  send  in  something  so  that  you  will  have 
the  satisfaction  of  saying  that  you  helped 
Boston  College  when   it  needed  help.

FACULTY  DEATHS 

Rev.  Walter  J.  McGuinn,  S.J.,  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Social  Work,  died  April  1  .  A  Requiem 
Mass  was  celebrated  for  the  repose  of  his  soul 
by  his  brother,  Rev.  Albert  F.  McGuinn,  S.J., 
head  of  the  department  of  Chemistry. 

Father  McGuinn  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus 
in  1919.  In  1936  the  School  of  Social  Work 
was  opened  and  he  was  chosen  as  Dean,  in 
which  capacity  he  served  until  his  death. 

Rev.  Paul  de  Mangeleere,  S.J.,  Professor  of 
French  in  the  department  of  Romanic©  Lan- 
guages, died  April  5,  and  a  Requiem  Mass  for 
the  repose  of  his  soul  was  celebrated  April  10 
by  Very  Rev.  William  J.  Murphy,  S.J.,  the 
President  of  the  College. 

Father  de  Mangeleere  was  born  in  Belgium, 
going  when  a  young  man  to  Canada  where  he 
entered  the  Society  of  Jesus. 

Within  two  months  four  esteemed  members 
have  thus  passed  away,  remembering  that  in 
February  Rev.  Francis  J.  Dore,  S.J.,  and  Rev. 
Frederick  W.  Boehm,  S.J.,  died. 


A.S.T.P.  ENDS 

In  July,  1  943,  theArmy  moved  into  St.  Mary's 
Hall,  under  the  command  of  Major  John  F. 
Canavan,  thus  inaugurating  at  the  Heights  the 
Armv  Specialized  Training  Program.  In  March 
1944,  the  program  suddenly  terminated,  and 
the  soldiers  hastily  left  for  camps  in  all  parts 
of  the  country. 

Boston  College  has  been  happy  in  helping  the 
war  effort  through  the  services  of  its  faculty 
and  use  of  its  facilities.  That  much  goodwill 
was  accomplished  is  indicated  by  the  intention 
of  many  of  the  soldiers  to  return  to  B..  C.  after 
the  war,  and  by  many  letters  of  appreciation 
received  from  their  parents  by  Dean  Mulcahy.

Cardinal  O'Connell.

Somewhere  ini  the  Southwest  Pacific  — 
(Delayed)  —  Located  in  the  heart  of  the  South- 
west Pacific  on  a  picturesque  island — one  of  the 
few  that  rate  that  descriptive  phrase — is 
"McLaughlin  Grove"  named  in  honor  of  Navy 
Lieutenant  (j.g.)  Joseph  D.  McLaughlin,  former 
Boston  College  baseball  star,  who  was  killed  in 
action  while  aboard  a  PT  boat. 

That  Lieutenant  McLaughlin  enfjoyed  the 
highest  respect  of  his  fellow  fighting  men  is 
shown  in  a  statement  given  this  correspondent

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by  Lieutenant  Commander  Robert  B.  Kelly, 
U.S.N.,  of  Bataan  "Expendable"  fame. 

"He  was  one  of  our  best  PT  officers,"  said 
the  Lieutenant  commander.  "Lieutenant  Mc- 
Laughlin was  in  ait  least  24  engagements 
involving  Japanese  destroyers  and  barges  in  the 
New  Georgia  and  other  camaigns. 

"He  was  not  one  to  be  idle,  and  when  tough 
assignments  came,  Lieutenant  McLaughlin 
begged  to  be  put  into  action  over  some  of  the 
men  who  were  married  and  had  families. 

"Unquestionably  he  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  officers  we  have  ever  had.  Now  we 
have  named  this  beautiful  grove  in  honor  of 
Lieutenant  McLaughlin, 

Lieutenant  McLaughlin  had  been  in  the  South 
Pacific  for  several  months  and  was  following  the 
Japs  up  the  Solomon  ladder  into  the  Southwest 
Pacific  area  when  he  was  instantly  killed  in  mid- 
November. 

Iro  the  New  Georgia  camaign,  he  commanded 
a  PT  boat  that  sank  several  Japanese  barges 
during  their  island-to-island  retreats.  As  new 
PT  bases  were  established  to  cut  down  the 
operating  range,  he  and  his  crew  moved  to  stay 
right  on  the  heels  of  the  Japs  attempting  sea- 
borne evacuations. 

Today  in  the  center  of  the  grove  on  this  islan)d 
hangs  a  large  sign  beahing  the  words,  "Mc- 
Laughlin Grove."  A  smaller  sign  attached  to 
the  main  one  reads: 

Named  In  Honor  Of 
Lt.    (JG)   Joseph  D.  McLauahlin 
Killed   in  Action,   Nov.    14,    1943. 

Lt.  (j.g.)  McLaughlin  was  a  member  of  the 
class  of  1941.

U.  S.  S.  SHEA 


On  May  20  the  2200  ton  destroyer,  the  U.S.S, 
Shea,  named  after  Commander  John  J.  Shea, 
'18,  was  launched  at  the  Bethlehem  Steel  yard, 
Staten  Island,  New  York.  Mrs.  Shea,  who  was 
accompanied  by  her  son  Jackie,  sponsored  the 
warship.  Commander  Shea  has  also  been 
awarded  posthumously  the  Navy  Cross  for  heroic 
action  during  the  sinking  of  the  aircraft  carrier 
Wasp  in  September,   1942. 

Congratulations  to  Dr.  Lawrence  J.  McCarthy, 
'23,  the'  second  Boston  College  graduate  to 
attain  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  Navy.  The 
only  otfher  alumnus  to  attain  this  honor  is 
Captain  Clarenfce  Pike,  '18.

2.  Acting  as  an  assault  wave  leader,  you 
directed  the  attacking  ships  under  your  com- 
manid  with  such  skill  and  effectiveness  that  the 
embarked  troops  were  landed  promptly  and 
expeditiously  on  the  heavily  defended  enemy 
beaches  with  minimum  loss.  Having  accom- 
plished the  initial  landings,  and,  having  suc- 
cessfully retracted  your  ship  from  the  landing 
point,  you  voluntarily  went  to  the  assistance  of 
another  ship  which  was  unable  to  withdraw  from 
the  beach  unaided  and  which  was  being  subject- 
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ed  to  severe  enemy  fire.  You  are  hereby,  com- 
mended for  your  courage,  initiative  and  devo- 
tion to  duty." 

John  E.  Corcoran,  1945,  Staff  Sgt.,  AAF. 
Distinguished  Flying  Cross  and  Air  Medal  with 
three  Oak  Leaf  clusters. 

Joseph  P.  Trovers,  Inrown,  1941,  Lt.,  AAF. 
Cited  for  bravery  in  the  Solomon  Islands. 

Robert  W.  Attridge,  1942,  Lt.,  USMC. 
Silver  Star  Medal  for  "conspicuous  bravery  and 
intrepedity  in  action  as  a  member  of  a  recon- 
naissance patrol  on  an  enemy  held  island  in  the 
South  Pacific  Area  during  the  latter  part  of 
December,  1943."  Although  without  the 
advantage  of  advance  information  either  as 
to  the  strength  of  the  enemy  forces  on 
the  island  or  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  ' 
natives,  lieutenant  Attridge,  and  the  other 
members  of  the  party  went  ashore  in  the 
face  of  certain  danger  and  with  limited  means 
of  escape  in  the  event  of  an  encounter  with  a 
superior  enemy  force.  In  an  exceedingly  brief 
space  of  time,  the  information  which  the  party 
had  been  sent  to  obtain  was  secured.  The 
presence  of  the  party  was  discovered  by  the  ■ 
Japanese  and  a  patrol  was  sent  out  by  the  I 
enemy.  Although  possessing  inferior  arms,  the  | 
party  ambushed  the  enemy,  killing  three, 
wounding  one,  and  putting  the  remainder  to 
flight.  The  party  then  returned  to  their  boat, 
and  battled  their  way  through  heavy  seas,  with 
three  members  of  the  party  sick  or  exhausted, 
to  their  rendezvous  with  the  vessel  transporting 
them.  The  mission,  requiring  the  utmost  skill, 
intelligence  and  resourcefulness,  was  accom- 
plished with  complete  success,  and  Lieutenant 
Attridge's  performance  of  duty  throughout  was 
in  keeping  with  the  highest  tradition  of  the 
United  States  Naval  Service.

Somewhere  in  the  Pacific — (Delayed) — Marine  Second  Lieutenant 
John  F.  Roake,  of  6  "O"  Street,  South  Boston,  Mass.,  refuses  to  discuss 
his  part  in  the  Marshall  Islands  operations,  in  which  he  was  wounded, 
but  he  is  full  of  praise  for  the  men  of  his  command. 

About  wounds  he  sustained  for  which  he  received  the  Purple  Heart 
Medal  here  today,  he  will  not  elaborate. 

"The  Japs  were  throwing  grenades — one  had  my  number  on  it," 
he  says.       But  about  the  part  his  men  took  he  will  talk  for  hours. 

"What  did  I  do?",  he  echoed  the  question.  "I  watched  the  Japs 
stupidly  trying  to  force  my  boys  back  from  their  positions.  It  just 
couldn't  be  done.      Those  boys  were  wonderful !" 

He  referred  to  a  futile  Jap  counter  attack  on  Marine  Positions  on 
Parry   Island,   Eniwetok  Atoll,   in  the  Marshall    Islands. 

Second  Lieutenant  Roake  is  the  son  of  United  States  Coast  Guard 
Chief  Petty  Officer  Arthur  I.  Roake.  He  attended  Boston  Latin  High 
School  and  was  graduated  from  Boston  College  in  1941  with  an  A.B. 
degree  and  was  employed  by  the  Pratt-Whitney  Aircraft  Corporation  in 
Hartford,  Conn.,  prior  to  enlistment  January  4,    1943.

1 8  Houston  Street,  West  Roxbury 
t^Jjp  Robert  J.  Burns'  son,  William, 
is  officially  reported  a  prisoner  of  the 
Germans.  A  U.S:A.A.F  sergeant, 
gunner  and  radioman,  William  was 
shot  down  over  Berlin  during  the 
January  1  1  raid.  Shortly  after,  he 
was  officially  reported  missing.  No 
further  word  came  until  January  30, 
when  the  Flyer's  voice  broadcast  from 
a  short-wave  Berlin  radio  was  picked 
up  by  listeners  in  this  country.  The 
Burns  Family  received  letters  from  30 
people  all  over  the  country  reporting 
William  well  and  unhurt.  Two  weeks 
later  official  word  from  the  govern- 
ment was  received  reporting  him  a 
prisoner.  Just  before  the  raid  he  had 
been  awarded  the  Air  Medal.  Bob's 
other  flying  son,  Thomas,  also  a 
sergeant  in  the  U.S.A.A.F.  is  home 
from  England  after  completing  26 
missions  over  Europe.      He  wears  the 


following  decorations:  the  Air  Medal 
with  three  oak  leaf  clusters,  the 
Distinguished  Flying  Cross,  the  Presi- 
dential Citation  and  the  Bronze  Star. 
All  up  for  the  Burns  Family. 
Thomas  E.  G.  Cotter's  son,  Thomas 
Jr.,  is  still  in  England,  a  captain  in 
the  Armored  Force,  Artillery  Com- 
mand, awaiting  D-Day.
